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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 

elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 1-9 and 13-19, drawn to an assay method for identifying or screening 
for compounds which modulate area postrema biological function. 

Group II, claim 10, drawn to an assay method for determining the presence or amount 
of an area postrema binding compound in a test sample. 

Group III, claim 1 1 , drawn to a method for separating area postrema binding 
compounds from a sample. 

Group IV, claim 12, drawn to a method for screening a biological substance for the 
presence of components of area postrema. 

The inventions listed as Groups l-IV do not relate to a single general inventive 

concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 

corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: The subject matter of 

Groups l-IV relates to the study of area postrema and its use in assays for identifying 

compounds which can modulate biological functions of the area postrema, as well as 

bind components of the area postrema for use in determining the presence of area 

postrema in a sample. The special technical feature which relates these groups to one 

another is the binding of compounds to the area postrema. However, the prior art 

teaches that this concept is not novel. Miller et al (Synapse 1992) teaches that area 
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postrema tissue is rich in 5HT 3 receptors and is therefore convenient to use for studying 
the brain's serotonin receptors (5HT 3 ). Miller teaches methods of using radioligands in 
combination with area postrema tissue for drug screening assays and presents 
competition curves for antagonist and agonist binding of the area postrema. In addition, 
Miller et al teach that antagonists of these receptors have been demonstrated to be 
effective anti-emetic drugs, and have also been proposed to be effective for anti- 
anxiety, anti-psychotic, and psycho-stimulants in neurobehavioral animal models. 
Therefore, since the special technical feature upon which the instant claims rely is 
considered not to be novel, the subject matter of the individual inventions found in 
Groups l-IV is not considered to relate to a single general inventive concept. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 
requirement be traversed (37 CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention. 

The election of an invention may be made with or without traverse. To reserve a 
right to petition, the election must be made with traverse.
